ion —S-—s arbitrary Power, For this Reafon, the true Friends of Li- 
derty muft perpetually guard againft fuch Influences; which ts 
not fetting up a new Form of Government, but preferving the 
Old. 
Our Conffitutiaon may, in fome Senfe, be faid to be a fleet- 
ing Thing, which at different Times hath differed from 
itfelf, as Men differ from Themfelves in Age and Youth, or 
in Sicknefs and Health ; but ftill it is the fame, and it ts — 
our Duty to preferve it, as faras We are able, in its full 
Strength and Vigour. I do not know a more ufeful Turn 
ef Mind, and what will contribute more to this End, than 
That which difpofeth us to obferve the feveral Changes in 
our Con/iitution,; the Caufes, which have produced them 3 
and the Con/equences attending them. I do not pretend, for 
my Part, to enter far into this Subje@; but will only offer 
fome few Obfervations on what hath happened of that 
Kind, during the Reigns of King W1iLL1AM and Queen 
ANNE; and I leave it to other Pens to remark farther 
back, or to continue fuch Remarks farther on. 
_ Atthe Time of the Revolution, our Conffitution received a 
confiderable Strength by that Aé, which is called the Decla- 
ration of Rights; by which, we hope, an End is put to the 
dangerous Claims and Praétices of fome former Reigns ; fuch 
as T’hat of a Power in the Crown to difpenfe with the Exee 
cution of the Laws; as alfo That of keeping up a ftanding 
Army in Times of Peace, without Confent of Parliament ; and. 
‘ome other Particulars, which are contained in that AG: 
Ido not reckon that we obtained any Thing new by its 
any Thing, that was not our juft Right before; nor does it 
provide fuch Remedies for us, or fuch Penalties for the Of- 
fenders againft it, as might have been contrived ; yet it is 
an Advantage to have That exprefly declared and-acknow~ 
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Jedged to be our Right, which had once been brought, how 
unjuftly foever, into Difpute. — 

About five or fix Years after This, We obtained the T7- 
ennial A&; which was an additional Security to our Liber- 
ties ; for their may feem, from the Reafon of Things and 


ancient Ufage, that Parliaments ought to have been either 


annual, or to continue no longer than ’till the particular Bu- 
fiefs, for which They were fummoned, was finifhed ; yet, 
by the Precedents made of the long Continuance of the fame 


Parliament, in the Reigns of Charles the fir/? and fecond, it 
was become fit and requifite to enact, by an exprefs Law, 


that there fhould be a new one, at leaft, once in three Years. 


It may, perhaps, be wondered that This was not taken Care | 


of inthe Declaration of Rights; for tho’ it is there declared 
that Parliaments cught to be held frequently; (by which might 
not improperly be underftood mew Parliaments) yet in a 
Matter of fuch Importance, one might have expeéted more 
clear and pofitive Expreffions. The only Reafon I can af- 
fign for this is, that that Declaration was chiefly intended to 
affert and aflure to us thofe Rights, which had been invaded 
by King ‘fames. Now, That of holding the fame Parhament 
for a long Term, was no Part of the Complaints againft his 
Government ; fince during his fhort Reign He called but one 


Parliament, and That he diffolved abruptly, at_ their fecond 


But I proceed to mention thofe other 47s, which King 


William pafied, for fecuring to us free Parliaments, and con- 
fequently our Conffitutien and Liberties. There was one, to- 


prevent double and falfe Returns ; another to prevent Bribe- 
ry ; another to prohibit Commiffioners of the Excife fitting int 
the Houfe; and by a Claufe in an A of the 12th of his 
Reign, which is the 4& of Settlement, it was provided that 
after his Deceafe, and the Deceafe of the then Princefs Ane, 
no Pcifon, who had any Office, or Place of Profit, under the 
Ki "fy or recetved any Penfion from the Crown, fhould be capable

Men. Thus we fee that as by the coming in of King /¥il- 
liam our Religion and Liberties were preferved from the De- 
figns and Projects then or Foot to deftroy beth; fo by his 
fucceeding Reign He further ftrengthened and fecured them 
tous by gad Laws. I cannot help thinking, that whenever 
it fhall be thought proper to fet upon an Equeftrian Statue to 
the Memory of that Prince, an Infcription ought to be en- 
graven on the Pedeftal in thefe, or fuch like Words,-----To 
the immortal Memory of King Wi1ii1AM the Third, who by 
an hazardous and glorious Enterprize preferved the Britifh 
Nation from the emminent Danger of Fopery and Slavery; and 


afterwards with more Glory, as fecuring us for the future is do- 


mg a fer greater Good than only once preventing a prefent Dan- 
ger, He confirmed and firengthencd its Liberties by fuch excellent 
Laws as the TRIENNIAL ACT, and That of the 12th of his 
Reign, entitled an AG for the FARTHER LIMITATION of 
the Crown; and better fecuring THE RIGHTS and LIBER-| 
TIES of the Subjeé?. | | | 

It can be no Objection againft fetting up fuch a Me- 
morial of thofe Laws, that the firf of them is repealed, and 
that the Claufe above-mentioned in the other is repealed like- 
wife; for tho’, in Deference to the Wifdom of the Legiffa- 
ture. we fuppofe that the Repeal was for gecd Reafons, with 
Regard to the Time, in which they were repealed ; yet we 
may affirm that the enaéting of them, at the time they were 
enacted, was for good Reafons too, and fuch as arife from a 
Confideration of the Nature of Government, the Principles 
of Liberty, and Precedents in free States. |

fufpecting him to be the A/agus Smerdis, who for fome_ 
Crime, had loft his Ears, inthe Reign of Cyrus, difcovered 
him, to be really that A/agus by means of his Daughter Phe- 
dima, who was one of Smerdis’s Wives. Otanes, upon this 
Difcovery, formed a Confpiracy with Darius Hydafpes, and 
five other Noblemen who flew Smerdis, together with his 
Brother Patifithus. The Confpirators were at firft undeter- 
mined what Form of Government to eftablith for the future. 
At lait they refolyved upon Monarchy, and took the following 
Method to decide on whofe Head the Crown fhould be placed. 
They al! rode out together one Morning, having agreed, 
that he whofe Horie fhould fir ft neigh, after they came toa 
certain blace, fhould be declared King, Darius’s Horfe 
neig hed as foon as they came to the } lace, his Groom having. 
contrived to cive the Horfea Mare the Night before, in 
the fame Place; upon the Neighing of his Horfe all his 
Companions unmediately difmounted and faluted him Kinz. 
IT. Our Author breaks off his Hiftory of the Kings of 
rie Place, 2nd leaves it to the Volume ; but 
Conciuce this, gives us fome Account of the Cuftoms and 
Manners of the Nations he has been writing of, under four 
Heads: wiz. their Government, their WW, “ Arts and

ANG their We fhall take the firft of thefe. 
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four under our prefent Confideration, and leave the other 
three toanother Opportunity. | 

(1.) Monarchy was always the Form of Government a- 
mong the Eaftern Nations. Thcir Kingdoms were Heredi- — 
tary, and they had a particular maaner of educating the pre- 
umpiive Heir to the Crown, which is very much admired by 
Plat. “Vhe young Prince was under fome of the Eunuchs, 
or chic Officers of the Houfhold, till he was feven Years of 
Age. ‘lhe Bufinefs of thefe Eunuchs was not along to have 
regard to the Health; but they were to form his Mind, ‘evén 
in thofe early Years, toVirtue. At the Expiration of thefe 
Years he was put into the Hands of others, who were to | 
inftrac? him in the Bxerctfes, proper for his 4ge, fuch as Rid- 
int, Hunting, &c. At fourteen he was placed under the Di-~ 
rection of four of the moft Jzarned and moft virtuous: 
Mei of whole Kingdom, to templeat his Education. Each 
of theo nad his particular Office: One taught him the Prin-_ 
ciples Government; a fecond AfLoraiity, and the Principles 
of Viftice and Generefity: The third inffructed hini 
how to pouern pis Paffions, and to PLEASURE: the. 
fourth infpired him with Boldnefi, or an intrepid Courage, and 
fort fied his Mind againft all imaginary and ¢hildifh Fears. 
This was their Plan for the Education of a Prince, who was 
Ci2e Dav ‘o be their Sovereion : But ( fays our Author) the Endea-, 
Vours of thefe wife Tutors were too often rendered fruitlefs by 
the Luxwy, Splendor and Magnificence, in the mid of which 
the voune Prince was educated, and by the flavifh Sudmiffion 
Oi ‘ome abouthim, 

The j ower of the Kings of Perfia was indeed very Abfo- 
lute ; but it was not‘a little moderated upon the Acceffion 
Devius Hydafpes to the Throne, in the Manner above- 

mentioned, This wife Prince admitted his fellow Confpira- 
fers to his Prefence, as often as they pleafed; and allowed 
them to Advife him, and give their Opinions freety in alf 
Afuirs of State ; from whence arofe the Council of SEVEN, 
which in After-times attended the Kings of Perfia. Thus 
We fad, when had a Commifiton given him by Artax- 
érves to return to Ferufalem, it was in the following Words: 
Lora/much as thou art feni of tve KING and of bis SEVEN 
Counse LLors, &c, Ezr. vi1..14. We may learn the OF 
hee and Qualifications of thefe Seven Counfellors from the 
Book of Ether, Ch. 1. v. 135 14. Then the King faid to the wifé 
Men, who knew the Times ( for fo was the King’s Manner to al 
that knew Law and Fudgment ; and the next unto him was se 7 
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fhera, the Seven Princes of Per fia, and Media which few 
_ the King’s Face, and qhich fate the frjt in the Kinedom) What 
foall we do? &ce. The Perfians were very exact in obfery- 
ing two Things, which gave great Light to the 
Bz y.317. King and Council, 1. They kept Reg:/ers of 
and vi. z. all the Decrees and Ordinances of their 2: nes, 
of all the Privileges they granted, and Proimifes 
| they made either to the Publick, or to private 
15. Perfons, &c. 2. All Events, Fefolutions, and 
Efth. vi. i. Regulations of jormer eign. were faith 
fu'ly treafured up in their -,:.nais, which were 
preferved with great Care, and ftequently read over by the 
King and his Counfellors.. | | 
Among the Perfians, ‘fu/tice was adminiftered, either by 
the King in Perfon, for he often heard and determined Caufes 
himfelf, or by Judges nominated by him. ‘They proceeded 
with a great deal of Equity in all Caufes brought before them. 
Among many others they had one very fingular Cuftom. 
When any Ferfon was accufed of a Crime, after a fair and 
impartial Hearing, if the Accufer could not make good his 
Charge by fuficient Proof, he was obliged to undergo the /ame 
Prunifhment as the Accufed would have been liable to, if the 
Fact had been fully proved. Of this we have an Inftance in 
the Story of Hamanand Mordecat, 
The Perfian Empire, as has been before obferved, was di- 
vided into one hundred and twenty Provinces, whofe Gover- 
nors were called Satrape, and chofen from among the chief 
Perfons of the Empire. They had an honourable Allowance 
for their Support, and. kept their Courts in their refpective 
Provinces: Within their own Provinces al] were fubiect to 
them, except the Governours of Forts, and Officers of the 
Army ; for thefe were dependant immediately upon the King, 
and were a fort of Spies or Checks upon the Conduét of the 
Satrape, who were obliged to render an Account of their 
Adminiftration to the turee Superintendants or Chiefs mentt- 
oned in one of our former Extra&s of Monfieur Rallins’s 
~Hiftory, | 
For the Convenience of Correfpondence between the dif 
ferent Parts of tnis vail Empire, there were certain Po/fs of 
Mejengers Jettaohthed, at convenient Diftances, who rode 
sduted ‘derab.ean Office, that it was 
Marius beforc he was King. 
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The Kings of Perfia frequently either vifited all the Pro- 
vinces in Perfon, or deputed a Commiffioner not only to re- 
new the Militia, to infpect into the Adminiftration of “Fuftice, 
and to have an Eye over the Trade, Finances, &c. but to 
overfee the Agriculture, the State of Cities, Publick Build- 
ines, High-Ways, Bridges, We. | 

“The voft Revenuc of the Kings of Perfia confifted partly 
in Jfoney, and partly in Corn, Cattle, or what the refpective 
Provin-es could def afford, and thefe Provifions were laid up 
infonic vf the principal Cities, in Places built for that Pur- 
pore called GAZA 3 and were often generou/ly given back again 
by the Kives of Perfia to their Subjects in unfruitful Years, —
